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Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Holds Annual 
Meeting, Elections, on May 28, 29

The 1600 members of Greenbelt Homes will be asked to 
elect officials and approve a 13,5% loan from the National 
Consumer Cooperative Bank (Coop Bank) to finance Phase II re¬ 
habilitation at the annual meeting next Thursday, May 28 at 8 
p.m. in the Center School auditorium. Also on the agenda are 
three member petitions: 1) to expedite the completion of Phase 
I rehabilitation; 2) to suspend Phase II and develop a new 
program; and 3) to restrict outside purposes for member loans. 

Voting will take place at the Municipal Building after the 
meeting or from 10 to 11 p.m., whichever comes latest. Voting 
will continue on Friday from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m., also in the Muni¬ 
cipal Building. 


Steny Hoyer Wins Greenbelt 
And Fifth Congressional Seat

Almost 45 percent of Greenbelt’s registered voters braved 
the cold, wet weather Tuesday to cast ballots in the special 
election to fill the seat in the fifth congressional district formerly 
held by ailing Gladys Spellman. Final results in Greenbelt gave 
Democrat Steny Hoyer 58 percent of the votes cast, a lit¬ 
tle above the 55 percent he received throughout the fifth dis¬ 
trict. (see adjacent box). 


Ten candidates are competing 
for five vacancies on the board. 
Candidates Betty Deitch, Carl M. 
Conrad, Joseph Comproni, Ed 
James and Ruth A. Myers are 
supported by the New Directions; 
Frank Gervasi is running as an 
independent; and Margaret Ho- 
gensen, James Smith, Wayne Wil¬ 
liams and Donald Volk are sup¬ 
ported by the Committee to Re¬ 
store Stability to GHI, James, 
Hogensen, Williams, Conrad 
and Volk are incumbent board 
members. Smith and Comproni 
have served on past boards. Ger¬ 
vasi and Myers currently serve 


on the audit committee. 

The six candidates running for 
the audit committee are: Bettie 
Denson, Jay Henson, Katherine 
Keene, Ray j/ierce McCawley, 
Stephen F, Miller and Irving Sie¬ 
gel. Keene is the only incumbent 
but McCawley served in a prior 
year. 

On the ballot for the first time 
this year will be the candidates 
running for the Nominations 
and Elections Committee. In prior 
years their election was held dur¬ 
ing the evening portion of the 
meeting. (Biographies of the 


above candidates appear on page 
4.) 

Stymied in its efforts to begin 
work on Phase II by new require¬ 
ments from the expected source 
of financing which led to a test 
legal suit, the Maryland Commu¬ 
nity Development Administration 
(CDA), management has obtained 
a commitment from the Coop 
Bank. The Coop Bank is willing 
to loan $13,677,978 for 22 years to 
be used for those portions of re¬ 
habilitation not covered by the 
$6.4 million HUD loan. As part of 
the package GHI will be required 
to purchase $1.04 m. in Coop Bank 
stock, making GHI a voting mem¬ 
ber of the bank. 

The interest rate on the out¬ 
standing principal will be 13.5#, 
which, when added to the stock 
purchase requirement will result 
in an annual rate of 14.5 #. The 
interest rate will be renegotiate 
every five years. Security for the 
loan will be a first lien on the 
property. 

According to information in 
the packet mailed to members 
earlier this week, there are many 
advantages to the Coop Bank 
loan. The total rehab borrowing, 
including the $6.4 m. HUD loan, 
would come to just over $20 m. or 
one-third less than the financing 
through CDA. The loan lacks 
what some members consider ex¬ 
cessive reserves and contingen¬ 
cies and other CDA requirements. 
The loan carries a guaranteed in 
teres t rate, may be easier to ex¬ 
pand later, if needed, and may al¬ 
low portions of the rehab pro¬ 
gram to be started before the le¬ 
gal suit is resolved. 

On the other hand, there are 
some possible impediments: (1) 
the future of the Coop Bank is in 
question, (2) legal questions may 
still cause delays, (3) another 
lender may be needed to partici¬ 
pate in the loan, and (4) the re¬ 
sale loan program of $2.4 m. 
through Twin Pines would be 
cancelled. 

Membership approval would not 
bind the corporation to choosing 
this route, but would allow fur¬ 
ther negotiation so that board 
and management can evaluate 
which financing method would be 
best. Rehab could begin as early 
as September 1981 with a Coop 
Bank loan.

Republican Audrey Scott collect¬ 
ed about 40 percent of the vote in 
Greenbelt, and 43# in the district, 
while Libertarian/Indpendent can¬ 
didate Thomas Mathers polled less 
than 2 percent of the vote locally. 

The percentage of eligible regis¬ 
tered voters casting ballots was 
slightly higher in Tuesday's elec¬ 
tion than in the primary election 
in April, although accurate nu¬ 
merical comparisons cannot be 
made because independent voters 
could not vote in the primary el¬ 
ection. Better than 50# of the 
voters in the Center and North 


Two adjoining properties are in 
volved. One is the 33.7-acre Sun- 
states property, for which Coak 
ley-Williams is the contract pur¬ 
chaser. The other is the 12-acre 
Baker-Witt property, with West¬ 
ern Development Corp. as the 
contract purchaser. 

Coakley-Williams proposes to 
construct two more high-rise of¬ 
fice buildings comparable to the 
16-story Maryland Trade Center 
building now scheduled to open in 
June, as well as a large Martins 
banquet facility and a hotel. 
Western Development has no def¬ 
inite plans as yet for use of the 
Baker-Witt property. 

Coakley-Williams is requesting 
a change from the existing R-10 
high-rise-apartment zoning for 
essentially the entire acreage to a 
combination of Commercial-Of¬ 
fice (C-O) and Commercial-Mis¬ 
cellaneous (C-M). The rezoning 
application received a recom¬ 
mendation for approval, with 
conditions, by the Technical Staff 
of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board, on the other hand, ad¬ 
vised council to recommend denial 
of the requested rezoning to C-M 
for 13.55 acres of the Coakley- 
Williams property. APB recom 
mended approval of the requested 
C-O for the remaining 22 2 acres. 

The Zoning Hearing Examiner 
will hold a public hearing on June 
3 at 10 a m. on the Coakley-Wil¬ 
liams proposal. The Prince 
Georges Planning Board has 
scheduled a public hearing on the 
matter for June 18. The Zoning 


End precincts turned out to cast 
their ballots. Hoyer received his 
strongest support in Springhill 
Lake (60# > and Center C59 4 # >, 
Scott made her best showing in 
North End with 43# of the vote. 

Television crews were on the 
scene at the Roosevelt precinct 
throughout the day — Channel 7 
with Carlos Ramirez, Channel 11 
with Ted Venetoulis and Channel 
7 with John Harter. Interviewed 
were Democratic Chief Judge Peg 
Johnson and Republican Chief 
Judge Helen Wesley as well as 
several voters. 


Hearing Examiner will hold the 
record open to receive the Plan¬ 
ning Board recommendations. 
City council at its May 18 meet 
ing voted to ask the Zoning Hear 
ing Examiner to keep the record 
open also for a recommendation 
by the city. 

Baker-Witt 

In the case of the Baker Witt 
property, located on both sides of 
Hanover Parkway and now 
zoned R 10, Western Development 
wants the land on the cast side 
rezoned to Town Houses (R-T), 
and that on the west side rezoned 
to C-O. APB has recommended 
approval of the proposed zoning. 
The Zoning Hearing Examiner 
has scheduled a public hearing 
for July. PG Planning Board has 
not yet considered the matter. 
MNCPPC Technical Staff earlier 
approved the rezoning request, 
but has not submitted a revised 
report. 

Both Coakley Williams and 
Western Development are propos¬ 
ing that Greenbelt annex their 
properties (including the Mary 
land Trade Center building) into 
the city in exchange for city sup 
port of the rezoning requests. 
Western Development also wants 
city assistance in the financing 
of public improvements. Coakley 
Williams would seek the city’s 
nod on various licenses and per 
mits and on the phase-in of taxes. 

Council in its deliberations on 
the rezoning petitions will be con¬ 
sidering not only annexation, but 
also the possible extension of 
Hanover Parkway south to Good

COUNCIL SETS HEARING 
ON REZONING REQUESTS

A public hearing by city council on Tuesday, May 26, at 
8 p.m., will tocus on proposed rezoning of a large area of vacant 
land behind Greenwav Shopping Center. Whether council de¬ 
cides to support or resist the rezoning effort could help deter¬ 
mine not only the future of construction on the land, but also 
whether the developers will be agreeable to annexation of the 
properties as an addition to the City of Greenbelt. 
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A Crossroad for GHI 

Of all the membership meetings that have taken place in 
Greenbelt Homes’ thirty-year history, next week’s assembly on 
Thursday, May 28, is by far the most critical. 

At the very culmination of a long and arduous process of 
lifting itself by its own boot-straps — the implementation of a 
huge rehabilitation effort — GHI has been increasingly beset 
by internal dissension and division. The root cause, perhaps, 
is essentially what the entire country is experiencing, the severe 
economic recession. This can be ameliorated in our cooperative 
by completion of the energy-saving rehabilitation program. 

The siren song of some of the candidates for the board 
that a reduced rehab package will cost less is a snare and a 
delusion. The fact is, a scaled down rehab program will actually 
cost more than the full package. In addition members would for¬ 
feit the opportunity for low-cost financing; the masonry homes 
would no longer be able to share in the V/< HUD loan; financing 
would have to be sought from other sources such as banks, and 
at interest rates that are prohibitively exorbitant. 

It is understandable that many members are looking for 
ways to cut their expenses, but the rehab program represents a 
money-saving effort. In the long run, the most expensive move 
imaginable would be to cut out the rehab program entirely and 
do nothing. Those candidates who claim to be heading in a 
new direction’ are, in fact attempting to lead the members 
backwards. 

A complete rehabilitation program has been supported con¬ 
sistently and repeatedly by a majority of members. However, 
valid criticism and corrective action are certainly legitimate 
activities when they work for the good of the community. Re¬ 
grettably, this year’s board majority has already demonstrated, 
by actions they have taken as board members, their inability to 
provide leadership. They have summarily dismissed or forced 
to resign dedicated, hard-working employees who provided GHI 
with long-term experience including an understanding coordin¬ 
ator of Member Services and a competent corporation counsel 
(who advised GHI for 18 years). Harassment of the general 
manager persuaded him to resign at a critical stage in the reha¬ 
bilitation process. 

Member-residents of the cooperative need a higher level of 
leadership, one which does not pit frame homes against masonry 
homes against free-standing homes; which does not see “estab¬ 
lishment plotting in innocent actions; and which will bring to¬ 
gether human beings holding legitimately different views in¬ 
stead of dividing them further.

In last week’s News Review the four members of the 
Board elected in 1980 distorted, ignored or were unaware of 
certain facts.

WH\ teas not a comprehensive rehab program . . . implemented 
over a decade ago . . . ? 

FACT: Even the study of rehabilitation was bitterly resisted in 
1970-71. The subsequent report (TAA) was similarly opposed by 
some of those now most critical of "old boards.” These people were 
among the loudest in deriding the report's recommendation of elec¬ 
tric heat 

WHY teas not electric heating conversion , . . done at the very be¬ 
ginning of the present rehab program . . . despite repeated recommenda¬ 
tions to the Board by many technical committees? 

FACT: The “repeated recommendations to the Board by many 
technical committees” that GHI convert to electric heat were made 
after the original rehab plan was completed. Moreover, at no time 
were the recommendations supported by data or documentation. 

If HI ti*as an abortive interim upgrading of the existing oil heating 
plants done, toasting time and money, token that time and money would 
have been better utilised in converting our heating system two years ago? 

FACT: The 1973-1976 improvements to the heating systems have 
more than paid for themselves. In 1981 alone, savings from reduc¬ 
tions in fuel burned will exceed the total spent for masonry home 
furnace improvements and about two-thirds of what was spent for 
frame home boiler plant improvements. 

A much smaller rehab program 

Masonry - windows and heat conversion 
Frame - siding and heat conversion 

would cost about $9.64 million. To repay a loan of this size from a 
bank would cost $30,000 more per month than the cost of bond finan¬ 
cing for the membership approved-rehab program.

Luck Road. County officials have 
already discussed this possibility 
with city staff and the develop¬ 
ers. A focus of county interest is 
the idea of creating a "tax incre¬ 
mental financing district" (TIF) 
to fund the road construction. 
Under the new TIF statute, bonds 
would be issued by the county 
with repayment made from tax 
revenues from the new develop¬ 
ment or from nearby new devel¬ 
opment.

At Police Week Celebration

The National Police Week Celebration is underway 
Beltway Plaza and will continue through Saturday, May 
Local, state and federal law enforcement agencies are displaying 
equipment, and techniques, detailing their achievements and, 
above all, urging citizen participation in the war against crime. 
Under the Co-sponsorship of the Merchants Association of Belt- 
way Plaza and the Greenbelt City Police Department, the dis¬ 
plays are arranged inside the Mall. Outside the Prince Georges 
County Police have set up a mobile Crime Prevention Exhibit. 

Friday at 8 p.m. an award will itary police now have a combat 

direct support role, as well as the 
traditional functions involving 
base security, personnel security 
and support of the provost mar¬ 
shal. 

The only volunteer organization 
represented is REACT — Radio 
Emergency Associated Citizens 
Teams. These volunteers, who 
provide their own equipment, re¬ 
port accidents and other disasters 
to the appropriate authorities by 
monitoring Channel 9, the CB 
emergency channel, 24 hours a 
day. With their network of mem¬ 
bers who report on traffic jams 
and other hazards while driving 


be presented to the department 
with the outstanding exhibit at 
the Celebration.

On Saturday 
at 2 p.m. the U.S. Park Police 
mounted police unit and, weather 
permitting, a Park Police heli¬ 
copter will be at the Plaza . 

The Greenbelt City Police De¬ 
partment has the largest and per¬ 
haps the most varied demonstra¬ 
tion from a display of weapons 
seized by the Greenbelt police, 
(including brass knuckles and a 
chopped double-barrel shotgun) 
to OLO, the Officer Safety Robot, 
which (or should it be ‘who’) is 
highly successful in safety dem¬ 
onstrations to elementary school 
children. 

Corporal David Fulgham dem¬ 
onstrated OLO and explained that 
the children can actually talk to 
OLO and ask him questions — get¬ 
ting good advice which they are 
likely to remember because ! t 
comes from this little Star Wars- 
like robot. OLO. which won the 
Governor’s Certificate of Merit 
for the Outstanding Crime Pre¬ 
vention Program for the Green¬ 
belt police department in 1980, 
has been joined this year by a 
nameless opponent—the danger¬ 
ous stranger. The “good guy ver¬ 
sus bad guy' scenario will be help¬ 
ful in impressing children with 
precautions for their own safety. 

Throughout the displays slide 
shows and films will add to the 
liveliness of the exhibits. Note¬ 
worthy is the Prince Georges 
County Sheriff's Department film 
depicting many and varied duties 
in its role as an arm of the court. 
The exhibit of police equipment 
including handcuffs, bullet-proof 
vest and a 'stun gun—a non- 
lethal weapon used to subdue a 
dangerous opponent—offers much 
to interest viewers. Deputy Sher¬ 
iff Griffith, on hand to explain 
the items in the exhibit, will give 
a Junior Deputy Sheriff badge to 
the younger visitors. 

Film on Mugging 

Another highlight is a film pre¬ 
sented by the Prince Georges 
County Police Department titled 
“Mugging.” The film, narrated 
by Dan Rather, is a realistic and 
helpful look at muggers, how they 
select their victims and how the 
victim would react. Officer Carol 
Landrum, who is with the Crime 
Solvers Department, also showed 
slides dealing with crime preven¬ 
tion and the growth of crime. 

In the presentation of the 519th 
Military Police Battalion of Ft. 
George G. Meade, the dual role of 
the military police is emphasized. 
SFC Lopes explained that the mil- 


on their own business, REACT’s 
reports are usually more timely 
than those of the traffic police or 
radio station helicopters. Paul 
Smith, manning the REACT ex¬ 
hibit, was kept busy by a live re¬ 
port of an accident on the BW 
Parkway which the REACT base 
station relayed to 911 and the 
Park Police. REACT has a lively 
display which, thanks to the over¬ 
supply of traffic accidents, never 
has a dull moment. 

The U.S. Park Police display 
concentrates on the dangers of 
alcohol and driving, including a 
demonstration of the Breatholyz- 
er. Forms are available for young 
visitors to “sign up” as junior 
members of the Park Police. 

The Maryland State Police ex¬ 
hibit emphasizes citizen-police co¬ 
operation in crime prevention. A 
slide show also explores the chal¬ 
lenge and opportunity of a police 
career. 

All the exhibits have helpful 
pamphlets on crime prevention, 
how to avoid becoming a victim 
and how to help the police. Sev¬ 
eral other displays feature locks 
and other security devices which 
can make the average home much 
safer.

INSTABILITY AND GHI 

The New Directions Board expresses an attitude that almost 
everything that occurred before June 1980 was ill-conceived or mis¬ 
managed and almost everything initiated by them since then has 
been well reasoned and carefully implemented. This negative knee- 
jerk reaction to 30 years of previous GHI accomplishments has re¬ 
sulted in instability in management policies, inconsistent directions 
to GHI's management and staff, and confusion among the mem¬ 
bership. 

For Example: 

1. General harassment of GHI employees both in the office 
and in the field. This has caused a significant lowering of 
the general staff morale and uncertainty among employ¬ 
ees as to Board policies, with constant adverse impact 
upon the membership. 

2. Radical changes in Board policy without adequate input 
from the affected members. 

3. Summary dismissal of GHI's long-time corporate counsel 
without explanation, and without significant recognition 
for 18 years of loyal service and completely without any 
plans for a smooth transition. 

4. Many of the Board’s arbitrary actions and radical policy 
changes have been debated and passed in closed-to-the- 
public Executive Sessions. (In the past such sessions 
have been normally reserved for the discussion of sensi¬ 
tive personnel matters, member complaints, and legal- 
contractual issues.) The Executive Session has become 
for this New Directions Board a method of avoiding pub¬ 
lic scrutiny of these actions, even when member input 
is germane to the issue at hand. This secretiveness has 
only served to exacerbate the feelings of frustration and 
confusion on the part of the membership and the GHI 
staff. 

5. The constant feeling is, “What are they doing now? 
What strange action are they going to do next?" 

I urge you to vote for Williams, Volk, Hogensen and Smith.

WHY was not a comprehensive rehab program properly planned, presented and im¬ 
plemented over a decade ago when it was sarely needed, instead of spending time build¬ 
ing expensive free standing homes bought mostly by a few then Board members and fin¬ 
anced with Land Reserve money belonging to all members? 

WHY was not electric heating conversion, which is by far the most cost effective 
rehabilitation item, done at the very beginning of the present rehab program rather than 
being placed far back, despite repeated recommendations to the Board by many technical 
committees? 

WHY was an abortive interim upgrading of the existing oil heating plants done, 
wasting time and money, when that time and money would have been better utilized in 
converting our heating system years ago?

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GHI Board Considers Election Procedures

Controversy about election 
machines and procedures and 
differing opinions on how to 
deal with replacing the siding 
on frame home made for a 
lively meeting of the Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. Board of Di¬ 
rectors on May 14, 

Members Eunice Coxon and Joe 
Comproni asked that the board 
take some action on changing vot¬ 
ing procedures at GHI member¬ 
ship meetings, particularly meth¬ 
ods of counting. Coxon had want¬ 
ed the board to survey the mem¬ 
bership. Because of lack of time 
no action had been taken on this 
although president Don Volk as¬ 
sured her that these would be 
considered by the board at a later 
board meeting. 

It was chairman of the nomi¬ 
nating and elections (N&E) com 
mittee Steve Polaschik’s report 
that brought matters to a head 
and tempers flared briefly. Polas- 
chik reported that the N&E com¬ 
mittee had decided that in order 
to facilitate voting and make it 
possible for more members to 
vote the night of the meeting, 
machines would be placed in 
Center School. After the last per¬ 
son had voted that night, mem¬ 
bers of the N&E committee would 
then take a tally of each person's 
count. The rest of the voting 
would take place in the Municipal 
Building the next day. Only the 
N&E committee members would 
know the count and it would re¬ 
main a secret until the entire 
election was completed. Risk of 
tampering of the machines by 
children in the school necessitated 
using this procedure, he said. 

Director Joe Jenkins took ex¬ 
ception to anyone's going into the 
machines Thursday night for an 
individual count rather than a 
total count as has been done in 
the past. If that's done, “five peo¬ 
ple will know who's ahead/' he 
said. Coxon expressed shock and 
protested that this was a step 
backward, saying “I don't like to 
change what was done in the 
past.'' 

Polaschik noted that only five 
people would know the results. He 
felt the integrity of the commit- 
teee was being questioned and felt 
the board should not try to influ¬ 
ence the N&E committee. ‘We 
have an honorable committee of 
volunteers and are trying to do 
our best/' Polaschik protested. 

After much discussion about 
guaranteeing the integrity of the 
election, member Nat Shinderman 
asked that the N&E committee be 
asked with "propriety to consider 
the comments made at the meet¬ 
ing/' and reconsider its plan to 
have the machines at Center 
School. Polaschik agreed that if 
there was no need to have the 
machines at the school, there 
would be no need to take individ¬ 
ual counts Thursday night. 

The board then moved to set 
the place of meeting in Center 
School with voting in the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building Thursday night 
and Friday. 

Polaschik also informed the 
board that counting at the mem¬ 
bership meeting would be chang¬ 
ed. Cards would be held up and 
counted in one row, then lowered 
before going on to the next row. 
Ballots would be used for the 
N&E committee election. 

Siding 

The matter of the new siding 
for the frame homes was dealt 
with at length. Director John 
Lewis wanted to know how the 
board would decide which of the 
frame homes was to get siding 
it* the CDA closing is delayed and 


there is not enough money avail¬ 
able for all of them. No decision 
was made. Director Carl Conrad 
said people were "fools if they 
think these buildings are ready 
for siding, they are not." They 
would get more done if they’d 
listen to people who have experi¬ 
ence, he said, and "I've a lot of 
experience. . . . Somebody in this 
organization is trying to keep me 
in the blind about the whole 
. . . thing/’ he added. He did not 
think that all of the houses had 
been insulated. Staff member 
Gary Morningstar said that all 
insulation was now being installed. 
However, Audit Committee Chair¬ 
man Frank Gervasi, who is a 
builder, said that he did not think 
the sidewall insulation was being 
done right because there was too 
much settling. He advocated put¬ 
ting a stop to this, saying that it 
is a serious problem and there 
should be tighter control. Morn¬ 
ingstar countered that this had 
been discovered and a new method 
was being used and ther is less 
settling now. 

General Manager Tim Mitter 
told the board that specifications 
are needed before the siding can 
be done. Structural repairs have 
taken more time than anticipat¬ 
ed, he added. He felt the siding 
should take no more than two 
years, possibly less. To questions 
of whether it was possible to expe¬ 
dite this, Mitter said not if a 
quality product is wanted. Direc¬ 
tor Steve Curtis suggested the 
possibility of getting new contrac¬ 
tors and dividing contracts in or¬ 
der to get done faster. Mitter was 
asked to come back in about two 
weeks with a minimum time 
frame to accomplish this. Direc¬ 
tor Ed James wanted to know 
what it would take to get the sid¬ 
ing done by the end of summer. 
Both director Wayne Williams 
and Gervasi urged that it was 
important to start the siding even 
if only a few were done at a time. 

Susan Gervasi, member of the 
Ad Hoc Rehabilitation Complaints 
Committee, protested that people 
were being told that their siding 
would be going on in a few days 
or weeks. Members should be en¬ 
couraged to do their own, with 
guidance, she thought, but the 
board did not agree. 

Tarpaper 

There were protests about the 
tarpaper on the frame homes: . , . 
"looked bad” . . . "birds were gor¬ 
ing behind it to get insulation for 
their nests" . "Worry about whe¬ 
ther it would hold up for two 
years." Inspections will be made 
to make sure the tarpaper is in 
good shape. Coxon protested thac 
the zebra look made the town look 
like a slum. Lewis and Audit 
Committee member Katherine 
Keene felt it was more important 
to have the job done right than 
to have it done fast. 

Hiring? 

To expedite the rehabilitation 
Curtis had recommended hiring 
an assistant to staff architect Stan 
Sersen. An assistant to Member 
Relations staff member Dennis 
Lewis was also needed. Mitter 
felt that instead of hiring new 
people, the existing staff could be 
shifted where needed. At times 
someone could be hired at an 
hourly rate to assist Lewis, he 
said. Director Margaret Hogensen 
felt that a rehabilitation special¬ 
ist was needed to assist with 
turning out a monthly bulletin on 
rehab which should go out to 
members. By the time the news¬ 
letter comes out the news is stale 
and members need to be informed 
currently, she insisted. 

Section 8 

Former Manager Ken Kopstein 


brought the board up to date on 
his correspondence with HUD 
concerning the Section 8 housing. 
He asked that HUD permit equi¬ 
ty growth pointing out that Sec¬ 
tion 8 is a grant and not a loan 
program. Kopstein hopes that 
HUD will reconsider its require¬ 
ment that after the 20-year con¬ 
tract period all monies remaining 
in the Assistance Repayment 
Fund be rebated to HUD, Rath¬ 
er, he suggested, these funds 
should be used to further assist 
lower income households at the 
termination of Section 8 assist¬ 
ance. 

Kopstein assured the board that 
GHI does have documentation 
commmitting 325 Section 8 units 
to GHI. 

Coxon asked whether people 
must still be financially sound to 
move into GHI or are people mov¬ 
ing in to take advantage of Sec¬ 
tion 8 assistance. Mrs. Rayetta 
Hensen assured her that people 
must be financially sound to move 
in. Kopstein explained that there 
must be 20 C J income eligible 
households when the bonds are is¬ 
sued so that reduction in the num¬ 
ber of Section 8 households was 
not advisable. 

Claims 

In th absence of the chairman of 
the Ad Hoc Rehabilitation Com¬ 
plaints Committee, Susan Gervasi 
was asked if the backlog of com¬ 
plaints had been taken care of. 
Morningstar interjected that some 
had been denied because letters 
had gone out to members asking 
them to remove shrubs next to 
buildings and remove breakables 
from walls. Jenkins said these 
could not be denied because of a 
motion made by Conrad and pas¬ 
sed by the board at the May 7 
meeting that the committee de¬ 
cide what should be recompensed 
and payment made from funds al¬ 
located for that purpose. Jenkins 
hoped the committee would keep 
these facts in mind when consid¬ 
ering further claims. 

One such claim that will be paid 
was made to Conrad who asked 
$80 for a vase which was broken 
in addition to other damages. 
On being questioned by Keene a- 
bout the vase Conrad said he had 
visited an antique shop to find out 
what the vase might be worth 
before making his cliams. 

James presented the board and 
audit committee members with 
copies of part of a story on GHI 
from an old newspaper. 
James asserted that a comment 
by then board chairman, Charles 
Schwan (who left office in 1971) 
proved that Keene had erred in 
calling him untruthful at a prev¬ 
ious meeting. Keene replied that 
the statement by Schwan in the 
article was taken out of context. 
"Anything taken out of context is 
untruthful/’ she said. 

A member present asked the 
board if the reglazing that he did 
on his bathtub would be paid for 
by GHI. Conrad said yes, but 
Janet James and Comproni said 
no. Cosmetic improvements are 
paid for by the member and im¬ 
provements made because of a 
health hazard would be paid for 
GHI, they said. Mitter agreed. 

Miscellaneous 

The board also heard Lewis ask 
if members could have the option 
of putting extra insulation under 
the siding of frame homes and a 
foam core in the metal doors . . . 
bid farewell to Kopstein who was 
to start his new job May 15 . . . 
discussed Curtis’s request that 
people who have already done 
their own rehabilitation be given 
credit , , , and received the re¬ 
sults of a survey asking for frame 
home members comments on re¬ 
hab work.

SURVEY 

A rehabilitation question¬ 
naire recently distributed to 
992 GHI frame homeowners 
was generally favorable accor¬ 
ding to a report distributed at 
the May 14 GHI board meeting, 
just under one-third of the total 
responded. Satistically, it was a 
large enough sample to draw 
some valid conclusions. The re¬ 
sults were: 

Window Replacement - More 
than half of the 285 members 
who responded chose to com¬ 
ment; two-thirds of those com¬ 
ments were favorable. 

Electrical Repair _ The qual¬ 
ity of work won even higher 
praise than that on the win¬ 
dow replacement program. 

Plumbing - Of those com¬ 
menting, the unfavorable out¬ 
numbered the favorable by 
three to two, though almost 
half the complaints involved 
the fixtures, not the workman¬ 
ship. 

Structural Repair - Most 
comments were favorable, 
though few people responded 
on this program. 

Crawl Space - Even fewer 
comments on this program, 
since hardly anyone ventured 
under their homes to inspect 
the work. Adverse comments 
dealt with failure to clean up 
or avoid damage to plants. 

Sidewall Insulation - A 
slightly higher margin of un¬ 
favorable over favorable com¬ 
ments. 

Attic Insulation - Slightly 
more favorable than unfavor¬ 
able comments. 

Roofing - Next to plumbing, 
this program inspired the high¬ 
est percentage of unfavorable 
comments. 

Attic Partitions - Favorable 
comments outnumbered unfa¬ 
vorable. three to two. 

General Observations and 
Conclusions: There appears to 
be general support for the pro¬ 
gram and satisfaction with the 
work done to date. Most of the 
adverse comments related to 
failure to clean up, rather than 
to the quality of the work per¬ 
formed. There is little evi¬ 
dence that any long term prob¬ 
lems will emerge as a result of 
poor workmanship. Neverthe¬ 
less, there is reason to keep a 
close eye on the project as the 
work progresses.

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Former General Counsel Brings Suit 
Against GHI and Two Board Members

Albert Ginsberg, the former general counsel for Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., has filed a defamation suit in the Circuit Court for 
Prince George’s County naming John M. Lewis, Carl M. Conrad, 
and Greenbelt Homes as defendants. Both Lewis and Conrad 
are directors of GHI. 


The seven count declaration al¬ 
leges that statements made by 
Lewis and Conrad were false and 
defamatory and caused injury to 
the reputation of the plaintiff, 
Gffisberg, as well as loss of in¬ 
come. GHI’s liability is predicat¬ 
ed on the alleged statements of 
Lewis under a legal theory which 
holds a corporation responsible 
for the actions of its agent. The 
suit seeks $36,000 in compensatory 
damages and $100,000 in punitive 
damages, plus costs of the suit. 

Claim Against Lewis 
Plaintiff Ginsberg’s claim 
against Lewis arises out of a reg¬ 
ular meeting of the GHI Board 
of Directors on December 11, 1980. 
The complaint states that at that 
meeting Lewis . . publicly de¬ 
clared that plaintiff, an attorney 
at law who was then attorney for 
defendant Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
was unethical and that plaintiff 
had taken valuable antique furni¬ 
ture from an estate in which there 
were no heirs, and had sold the 
same, he being personal repre¬ 
sentative of the decedent/’ The 
complaint further alleges that: 
“The statement was false, and the 
defendant made the same with 
the knowledge that it was false; 
the statement was defamatory on 
its face, and was made with the 
intention to defame the plaintiff,” 
In the alternative the complaint 
charges that Lewis’ statement 
was made in reckless disregard 
for its truth or falsity. 

Claim Against Conrad 
The claim against Conrad al¬ 
leges that: “On or about July 30, 
1980, and on unknown occasions 
thereafter, defendant Carl M. 


Conrad publicly declared that 
plaintiff and another had stolen 
valuable antique furniture from 
the estate of Frances H. Moreley, 
late of Greenbelt, Maryland, de¬ 
ceased, for which plaintiff was 
personal representative. The de¬ 
fendant further stated that plain¬ 
tiff and another stole the said 
valuable antique furniture and 
sold it because the decedent left 
no heirs at law or next of kin.” 
The complaint alleges that Con¬ 
rad knew the alleged statements 


were false. In the alternative the 
complaint charges that the state¬ 
ments were made by Conrad with 
reckless or negligent disregard for 
their truth or falsity. 

Claim Against GHI 

The claim against GHI is based 
on the statement allegedly made 
by Lewis. The complaint alleges 
that Lewis was acting within the 
scope of his authority as a direc¬ 
tor and agent of GHI, thereby 
making the corporation respon¬ 
sible for his action. The complaint 
further alleges that the corpora¬ 
tion accepted and ratified Lewis’ 
statement when the board of di¬ 
rectors subsequently voted to ter¬ 
minate Ginsberg’s employment as 
general counsel for GHI. 

GHI is represented by the firm 
of Galliher, Clarke, Martell & 
Donnelly of Rockville. Ginsberg 
is represented by James D. New¬ 
ton of Silver Spring.
